government to further the scheme 
by all means in its power.

Alberta Cabinet Prepared to Co- 
Operate With British Columbia | 


Premier Rutherford expects in 
a few days to receive word from 
Premier McBride of British Col- 
umbia, regarding his decision as 
to whether he will co-operate in 
the establishment of terminal ele- 
vators at Vanconver for the hand- 
ling of Alberta grain via the 
western route, in connection with 
which Hon. W. H. Cushing, min- 
ister of public works, was in con- 
ference with Premier McBride 
during last week at Victoria. 


The construction of proper 
terminal facilities at the coast will 
be pushed with all possible speed 
as it is recognized by both gov- 
ernments that this is the initial 
step in the successful establish- 
ment of the western route. 


In an interview Premier Ruth- 
erford stated that it has been 
contended that the Alberta farm- 
er can save 5 cents per bushel on 
his wheat by shipping it to the 


| Old Country markets via Van- 
{| couver, even though the Panama 


canal is not yet completed. With 
proper facilities at the coast for 
handling the grain, and with the 
reasonable rates now in existence 
on the Central America, it was 
possible already for the western 
grain route to compete favorably 
with the eastern. 


Whether the government own- 
ership and operation of internal 
elevators in Alverta is necessary 
to the success of the western 
route isa matter forthe future,was 
the statement of the Premier.

-The-walls of these are from 
two feet to three feet thick, formed 
of the same materials as the dams, On 
the inside they are made smooth, but 
left rough without, being rendered im. 
penetrable to rain. — 

The lower story is about two feet 
high, the second is formed by a floor 
of sticks covered with mud, and the 
upper part terminates with an arched 
roof. Through each floor there is a 
passage, and the uppermost floor is 
always above the level of the water. 
Each of these huts has two doors, one 
on the land side to admit of their go- 
ing out and seeking provisions that 
way, another under the water and be- 
low where {t freezes to preserve their 
communication with the pond.—Eng- 
lish Magazine. 


FLOATIING A WHALE. 


Inflating the Monster Carcass to Keer 
it on the Surface. 

“Then began the work of bringing 
the whale to the surface and blowing 
it up so that it would float,” says a 
writer on whaling in Popular Me 
chanics. “Taking a hitch about a con- 
venient post, the rope was slacked and 
run through a pulley block at the mast- 
head to relieve the strain of raising 
the great body.

When inflated sufficiently to keep it 
afloat, the tube was withdrawn, the 
incision plugged with oakum and the 
chains cast off. A buoy with a flag 
was then attached to the carcass and 
the whole set adrift to be picked up 
at the end of the day's hunting.”

‘redeemed; and which is to be restored 
to the willing and: obedient,.as St. 
_ Peter detlares (Acts iii, 19-21). It 
follows, then, that our Lord must 
have referred to those called: of - the 
Father and accepted by himself to be 
‘sehiseled-.and.:.polished—to . be; taught 
in the School of Christ and eventual- 
ly to become his Bride and joint-heir

Let us 
think for a moment what these words

takers. of the “Divine ‘nature’ (II. 
Peter i, 4). But that difficulty has all 
been overcome with those who have 


comesunto God through: Christ “and |.- 


been made. partakers of. his hol 
Spirit: of- adoption. -.Of. such ‘we. read, 
“Tt is God that justifieth! Who is he 


that’ condemneth” (Romans - viii, ,33-. 


34). It is Christ that died for, our 
sins and who ‘now, is, our.,Advyocate. 
Who ‘could‘in; any wise come between 
us and our-Saviour ‘and. our Heaven- 
ly.

But this ‘justification is not enough: 
If/we were perfect actually instead of 


merely reckonedly. we would: not be 


fit for the. Kingdom of God—we would 
not be fit’ to“goverf™ others—to_ be 
“kings and priests unto God and to 
reign on the earth’? (Revelation xx, 
6). We should still be unfit.to be the 
judges of the world,.as.the Scriptures 
declare that..-we shall be, saying, 
“Know ‘ye not that the saints shall 
judge ‘the-.world”. (1. Corinthians. vi, 
Our ‘Heavenly Father in bring- 
ing many sonsqunto glory made the 
Captain of their salvation Jesus) 
perfect through sufferings. Should we 


‘think it strange thrt we, his younger 


brethren, justified through his blood, 
should be required, pot merge to 
make'a profession of Godliness, holi- 
ness, but also to approve or attest 
that sentiment to be a part, of our 
very character! Is not what we ‘as 
the Church of Christ experience very 
reasonable .indeed—who -would be 
prepared to teach the world meekness, 
patience, _ brotherly-kindness, - : long- 
suffering, love, without first of all de- 
veloping these various qualities of 
character in himself? And how could 
he develop these and be tested except 
under just‘such schooling and discip- 
ling ‘influencesas nowy: are upon. the 
Church of Christ, with a view to mak- 
ing us fit for the glorious position of 
our high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus? “ 

‘When the Scriptures refer ‘fo. the 
Church as being fit for the Kingdom 
and as being the “overcomers” for 
whom the Kingdom is prepared, and 
who shall share its glories and hon- 
ors, because ‘they are worthy” (Re- 
velation iii, 4), we are to understand 
this worthiness and fitness, not that 
they were originally so, but that by 
God’s grace, through Christ, a trans- 
formation work will eventually bring 
some: to. this:glorious position where 
God -himself“will esteem them worthy 
to be called his children, and to be 
1 Dele eade -with his Son, the Great 

ng. 

There is one certain standard of fit- 
negs for the’ Kingdom and none other 
will do; ‘but there may‘ be. quite a 
variety of conditions which make 
one-unfit for the Kingdom. One of 
“No: murderer, hath 
etefnal life. abiding inJ him’ (I. John 
fii, 15). He‘ would be unfit for the 
Kingdom. This would not signify. 
however, that one who had once been 
a murderer might not, by a sound 
conversion and by faithfulness in 
the School’ of-Christ, become a mem- 
ber of the Kingdom. class. But: the 
word murder here used has a _broad- 
er meaning than is generally at- 
tached to it—the meaning which -8t. 
John gave to the word when he said 
that whosoever hateth his brother 
is a murderer (I. John ii, 11). We 
know, then, that no brother-hater is 
fit for the Kingdom. But, some may 
have been brother-haters and have 
been washed,. cleansed, sanctified, 
brought into heart-relationship with 
the: Lord-.and -into love of the. breth- 
ren. If so, the implication is that 
they have lost the spirit of murder 
from their hearts and are brother- 


haters no longer. The Scriptures tell |, 


us also that it will be possible for a 
man who has been figuratively wash- 
ed from his former condition of sin- 
defilement and who has been clothed 
of the Lord symbolically in a robe 
of righteousness and who had been 
begotten of the holy Spirit of love to 
turn from this holy commandment of 
love—to turn from the way of right- 
eousness, to his. former condition of 
sin-defilement. The Apostle gives the 
illustration of the sow that was wash- 
ed returning to her wallowing in the. 
mire (II, Peter ii, 22). But the case of 
such is hopelesg if the step be taken 
with ‘full intention and deliberation— 
if the return to a murderous condition 
of heart—-brother-hating—be with the 
full consent of the heart. The Apos- 
tle, however, does intimate that up 
to a certain point there is hope of 
recovery and hence he urges all of 
the faithful to assist these, saying ‘“He 
that converteth a sinner (once a bro- 
ther) from the error of his ways shall 
save a soul from death.” 

Again we read, ‘‘No drunkard shall 
enter into the Kingdom of God’”’ (I. 
Corinthians vi, 10). He surely would 
be unfit. This does not, however, im- 
ply that all total abstainers from _in- 
toxicant liquors ure fit for the King- 
dom. Neither does it imply that a 
drunkard might not reform and thus 
cease to be a drunkard, and by the 
Lord’s grace, become fit for the King- 
dom. Moreover the word drunkard 
in the Bible is frequently used in a 
figurative sense. It represents an 
addled condition of the mind; as for 
instance, we read, that Bubylon’s cup 
made all the nations drunk (Revela- 
tion xviii, 2-3). This signifies that 
fellowship with false doctrines has 
permeated, influenced, bewildered the 
world in general. God’s people par- 
taking of Christ’s cup of suffering are 


said to receive “the spirit of a sound 
mind’’—clearness of understanding re- 
specting the Divine character and 
Plan and the principles of righteous- 
ness. All who will be fit for the King- 
om may be expected to have con- 
siderable clearness of understanding 
respecting Divine things. They are 
‘to. know God, and by receiving his 
Spirit, they are to have understand- 
ing of “the deep things of God,” 
which the natural man cannot under- 
stand (I.Corinthians ii, 10-14). Of this 
our Lord spoke, saying, ‘“‘This is life 
eternal, that they might know thee 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent.” 

Pride is another quality of the heart 
which would: render its possessor un- 
fit for the Kingdom of God. We read 
that the Lord “resisteth the proud 
and giveth grace to the humble” (I. 
Peter v, 6). Pride is one of the things 
which God: hates. It is a foe to 
righteousness in_ general and leads 
captive many into sin. When we read 
that God shows his favor to the hum- 
ble, we may be sure that.the favor of 
joint-heirship with the Redeemer is 
for the humble alone. With what 
carefulness this should lead us to 
search our hearts.and put away every- 
thing in the nature of pride, self-con- 
ceit.. Love is the fulfilling of the, Law. 
Love is the Law of the New Creation; 
and pride is a. foe to love. It is re- 
lated to selfishness. which is a deep-

‘for if ye do these things, ye shall 
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medium and heavy weights 
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The Lord ‘wishes us to see that the. 
Heavenly Father is not merely calling 
for those’ who:have generally good in- 
tentions and-‘who would rather. do 
right than do:wrong. We may rejoice 
with. such that they are better than 
their neighbors, but they are not - fit 
for the Kingdom of God, unless their 
love for righteousness, for Truth, for 
the wiil of God, be so firmly establish- 
ed that they are ready and willing to 
“endure hardness as good soldiers of, 
Jesus Christ’ and to “fight a good 
fight’”’ to the end of the course, laying 
hold upon eternal life and glory and 
immortality. One of God’s objects.in 
permitting the world and the flesh and 
the Adversary to have -the power 
which they now possess to counteract 
and to fight against our good inten- 
tions and good resolutions is explain- 
ed in the Scriptures. We read ‘‘The 
Lord your God proveth you, to - know 
whether ye lovg the Lord your God | 
with all your heart and with all your. 
soul”? (Deuteronomy xiii, 3). If Yove 
of sin o: love of self or love of any 
earthly thing can overbalance our 
love to the Lord and to his Truth and 
his people, we are not worthy of a 
Place in the Kingdom—not fit for the 
Kingdom. Not merely good profes- 
sions, but faithfulness unto death, fix- 
ity of character, are required of the 
Lord of such as he would honor with 
a share in’ the Kingdom. 

Having - noticed that lack of love, 
lack of zeal, lack of constancy, lack 
of devotion would unfit for the: King- 
dom, let us notice some of the charac- 
teristics necessury to a place in the 
Kingdom—some of the qualities, there- 
fore, which we must each cultivate 
in our own hearts, which we must 
each develop in his own character. 
The Apostle explains’these and urges 
the matter thus, ‘‘Add to your faith 
fortitude; and to fortitude knowl- 
edge; and to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience; and to 
patience godliness brotherly kindness; 
and to brotherly kindness love. For 
if tuese things be in you and abound, 
they maké you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge. of your Lord’ Jesus Christ. : .

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EAR NEVER STOPS GROWING.

A Few Facts With Which Most People 
Are Unacquainted. 


The systematic examination of more 
than 40,000 pairs of human ears in 
England-and France has proved’ that 
the ear continues to grow in the later 
decades of. life; ing tact, it appears 
never to stop growibg until death. If 
one will take the trouble. to. look 
around in any assemblage of people 
as at church, he will discover that 
the old folks have ears considera’? 
larger than those of the middle aged. 
A woman who at 20 has emall: shell- 
like ears will be very apt {o possess 
medium ears at 40 years und large 
ears at 60. f= 

There is probably. nobody. in the 
world who has a pair of ears perfect- 
“f matched; in’ most people e two 

iffer: perceptibly, not: only in shape, 

but also in size. Frequently they are 
not placed ‘frecisely alike om the 
head. 
_ Near the top of each ear, just with- 
in the down-turned edge’ antl ‘slightly 
toward the back, will be: found, if 
one feels for. it,.a small lump of 
cartilage. This is a remnant of what 
was originally the tip of the ear, 
when, ever so. long. ago, that organ 
in our remote ancestors had a point 
to it. Most of the apes to-day. have 
pointed ears, but in human beings 
the upper edge of the organ has, in 
the course of ages, been folded over so 
as to cover the real tip. 

There isan unsolved mystery in 
the construction of the human ear, 
the functions of certain purtions of 
the inner ear not being completely 
understood. Withim the ear are three 
small  globe-shaped _ protuberances. 
These have all their inner sides cover- 
ed with small cells, each of which 
contains a tiny hair surrounded by 
a fluid: When you move sharply the 
hairs follow the motion, while the 
lymph naturally moves less rapidly. 
Thus the hairs are bent in a direction 
opposite to that of the movement, 
and by means of delicate nerves the’ 
irritation thus produced is telegraph- 
ed direct to the brain. It is supposed 
that by means of these hairs swim- 
ming in lymph the sensation we call 
dizziness is caused when we rotate 
rapidly, as in dancing. It is also be- 
lieved that seasickness has something 
to do with the same phenomenon. It 
has been noticed that some: persons, 
when suffering from ear diseases that 
have destroyed parts of the inner ear, 
have found it difficult or impossible 
to maintain their balance when stand- 
ing upright with eyes closed. It is 
therefore possible that these peculiar 
ear organs contain some inexplicable 
sense not generally classified as such 
—the static sense, or sense of bal- 
ance.

Iran Shavings For Paving. 


_ A recent French invention in pav- 
ing consists of embedding in concrete 
fine iron shavings, or iron excelsior. 
The metallic shavings ordinarily 
come in sheets or masses, which can 
be broken apart with difficulty owing 
to the intertwining of the filaments 
and which are sometimes elastic. In 
constructing paving blocks, a mold ia 
pied with these iron shavings and 

e 
sufficiently fine to penetrate the en- 
tire mass. The blocks thus formed 
are said to possess great strength and 
resistance to abrasion and also (what 
seems less credible) elasticity under 
blows or jarring. 

According to Cement Age, tests 
made of such blocks are said to have 
shown a resistance to compression of 
about 150,000 pounds to the square 
inch and in tensile strength four 
times that of neat cement. One ar- 
vantage claimed for this paving is 
that joints may be almost eliminated, 
thus doing away with the points 


where greatest destruction generally |{ 


occurs. Nothing is said of the opinion 
which would probably be entertained 
of this pavement by a contractor who 
might be required to cut a trench 
through it. The cost of construction 
is said to be the same as that of ordin- 
ar  +-.cadam, but this would depend 
largely upon the cost of iron shav- 
ings.

THE NAVY AND THE 
EMPIRE 


It is claimed. by the Winnipeg 
Tribune, the Independent Liberal 
organ of that city, that the trend 
of the agitation for a Canadian 
navy is all towards Canadian in- 
dependence and shows that the 
principal leaders in the movement 
are all from Quebec. Henry 
Bourassa, the brilliant Canadian 


‘Nationalist, J. D. Monk, the Que- 


bec Consevative leader, Arthur 
Dansereau, editor of the most in- 


fluential French newspaper in 
Quebec, La Presse, Sir Wilfred 
Lauries, representing all shades 
of politics, are agreed that not a 
cent goes to the British navy. 

Mr. Bourassa contends that 
French Cansdians, being the old- 
Canadians, have the right to de- 
mand that such questions as the 
one now uppermost in the minds 
of the people, should be studied 
from the point of view of Can- 
adians for the benefit of Canada. 
It is quite conceivable that Mr. 
Bourassa (and the other men 
mentioned above) on an Empire 
question, cannot have the 
same feelings as say a man 
who came from the motherland oi 
Britain, or whose ancestors were 
British. 

So long as Canada is a British 
country, a mumber of the British 
Empire, we believe Canadians 
should be really British, in spirit 
and in action. If Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, Mr. Bourassa, Mr.Monk 
Mr. Dansereau, and the vast 
majority in Quebec, to whom the 
political leaders cater so carefully 
and so naturally, believe that the 
time has come for the independ- 
ence of Canada, no one will rise 
to say that there ia anything 
traitorous in their belief. Men 
have a right to their individual 
and collective opinions. But let 
it be plainly understood where 
they stand. ; 


Do not allow Sir Wilfred Laur- 
ier’s government to foist a Cana- 


dian navy on the Canadian people 
under the pretence that it ie the 
naval policy best designed to help 
the Empire or even Canada, That 
is nonsense.

Another visit to the cellar abowed a 
charred floor joist .a little distance 
above a gas pipe. There. was no ap- 
parent cause for this until a very close 
examination resulted in the finding of 


a tiny jet of gas which was issuing |.: 


from the pipe beneath the beam, 

It was lighted, but was so small as 
to be blue.in color and nearly invisi- 
ble. It had been lighted by the match 
used in the-first Investigation, but had 
not. been noticed. 

"If -hat leak bad happened: to be ing 
lead joint instead of an iron connec- 
tion,” said a gas man, “there would 
probably have been work for the fire 
brigade. The smallest possible jet of 
Nghted gas issuing through lead will 
in time heat and melt the lead and 
make the leak larger until a big flamo 
js issuing. 

“This may make a fire hours later 
in the dead of night or at a time when 
no one is in the house. The only prop- 
er way to look for these very small 
leaks’is to paint. the suspected pipe 
with a smooth soap lather. Just as in 
the case of a bicycle tire, the tiniest 
leak will blow a bubble in the lather, 
und there you are.” — London Tele- 
eranh 


‘MEXICAN JACALS. 


Primitive Huts In the Villages of the 
Native ‘Indians. ° 

The Mexicon Indian huts in the vil- 

lages and upon the ranches: of the 


lower Rio Grande border region of; 


Texas havea style of architecture and 
construction that is distinctly their 


own. This type of primitive building ||: 


is rapidly passing. out of existence. At 
many places on the border familles of 
Mexicfins have abandoned their jacalu 
and moved into. more pretentious 
homes. 

No money outlay is - necessary in 
trecting the old style picturesque struc- 
tures; neither is a knowledge of car- 
pentry ‘needed. A double row of up- 
tight poles firmly set or driven Into the 
ground forms the framework for the 
walls. 
poles are placed.other poles or sticks 
of shorter length, forming a thick and 
compact wall, At.each ofthe four 
corners of the building posts are ‘set, 


reaching to a height of about eight | 


feet. Roughly ‘hewn stringers are laid 
from one post to another, and to these 
stringers are tied other poles that form 
the framework of the walls. The 
strong fiber from the maguey plant or 
strips of buckskin are used to tie the 
poles {nto position. 
tled to the ridgepole.and the stringers 
in the saine manner. At one end of 


the building {is built the opening | 


through which the smoke of the inside 
fire may ascend. Stoves are unknown 
among these Mexicans, and the cook- 
ing is all done upon the ground.—Kan- 
sas City Stur.
